WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The insist- 
ent sentinient in Congress for feforms 
in the War Department as an outcome 
of the disclosures of delay in handling 
the ‘problem of army equipment. be- 
came accentuated today when Waddill 
Catchings of New York, Chairmfn of 
‘the War Committee of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, appeared before 
thé Senate Military Affairs Committee. 
As spokesman for 971 Chambers of 
Cemmerce throughout the country, Mr. 
Catchings' declared the War Depart- 
4 qnent’s system was ‘‘ most pernicious.” 


He warned the comin tea ees 
a radical departure was from the 
‘toatbieds now in vogué in the War De- 
partment, the country would run to 
disaster in its war aims. 

Coincident with Mr. Catchings’s state- 
ment, the’ United States Chamber of, 
Commerce gave out a long statement 
im which it declared the purchasing 

+ pystem of the Government lacking: in 
co-ordination and efficacy. Speaking 
for 500,000 men of business and affairs, 
the. United States Chamber of Coém- 
mérce said that the need of an over- 
hauling of.the Government’s. supply 

\ policy was imperative. 

Centralization of power over-all pur- 
chases under one control was urged by 
Mr. Catcnings .in his testimony before 
the Senate Military Committee. Unless 
this is quickly done chaos will prevail in 

‘the huge undertaking of supplies to the 

army and navy, according to Mr. Catch- 
ings. 
_ He attacked the scheme of divided au- 
thority. for war purchases promulgated 
yesterday by Secretary Baker. The 
Secretary's idea of making the War Mu- 
nitions Board a ‘' ciearing house” for 
al} supplies of the army, navy, Shipping 
Board, and the Allies was criticised as | 
putting control in the hands of an 
agency that had no legal authority to 
act. 

Aft the Capitol today the impression 
‘was manifest that Congress would back 
a central authority in which the entire 
responsibility for war purchases would 
be lodged. The members were evidently 
opposed to the Secretary’s program for 
continuing the five purchasing agen- 
cies. If Congress does not accept the 
separate Department of Munitions idea 
embraced in Senator Chamberlain's bill 
it will, according to opinions expressed 
today, agree upon legislation looking 
to one-man control. 

The Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee will go into executive session to- 
morrow to frame a preliminary report 
to the Senate based upon revelations 
made during its investigation. The 
committee will urge that changes are 
necessary in purchasing methods if the 
country is to get adequate résults from 
its war preparations. The report, it is 
expected, will cause a debate that will 
bring about a. workable solution of the 
problem. 

Mr. Catchings, who is. President .of 
“the Sloss-Shefffeld Steel and Iron Com- 
pany, told the Senate. Committee that 
he regarded, the policy of Secretary 
Baker in thé war supply program as 
* woefully chaotic.”’

The Bernstorf{f dispatches to Berlin 
transmitted information concerning 
Caillaux which had- been received at the 
Washington embassy from Buenos 
Aires.and from Havana. While the text 
of the inessages does not name the men 
who gent the: messages«to von Bern- 
storff, itis assumed that ‘Count von 
Luxburg,..the former,German Chargé 
d’Affaires at Buenos . » sent one of 
the messages to the embassy here, while 
the other was addressed to the yerman 
Admiralty staff anc seems to have been 
sent from Havana for a German naval 
\ attaché. : 

Secretary. Lansing: also gave out the 
text of instructions sg¢nt by the German 
censor on June 6, 1917, to the German 
press urgently requesting, for politica] 
reasons,: that the newspapers publish 
nothing about Caillaux, and that. *‘ his 
name be not mentioned under-any cir- 
cumstances by the German press.”’ 

As the twe Bernstorff cablegrams con- 
taining the allusions to Caillaux. wer 
sent from Washington to the Germa 
Government under date of Feb. 4, and 
could ‘not have passed in code through 
the British censorship unless under the 
cloak of diplomatic immunity; and 
could not have been sent by the repre- 
sentative of any nation at war with 
Germany, it ig considerég only fair to 
assume that they were sent to Germany 
through some neutral icg2tion in Wash- 
ington. According to advices from Paris, 
the Temps is authority for the state- 
ment that they were sent via Sweden. 
The inference from this is that the 
channel through which Bernstorff, who 
wag unable to communicate directly in 
code ‘with his own Government, ‘sent 
them was the Swedish Legation in 
Washington.

Normal Supply Delivered for the 
First Time in Weeks—Then 
Shutdown Order Came. 


The order of Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field came at an hour when, so far as 
New York was concerned, there was at 
New Jersey coal ports, all within a few 
miles. of lower Manhattan, 350,000 tons 
of coal. Railroad men and Fuel Ad- 
ministrators ‘have g@een engaged since* 
Sunday last in.a_coentroversy over whose 
duty it was to bring. the coal from New 
Jérsey inte the city. Business, men af-. 
fected by the Garfield order were unani- 
mous: in saying last night that they 
didn’t care whose job it wag to bring 
the coal, but that if It had been done 
efficiently,’ and. eoal hed been delivered 
York as fast -as it arrived at 
tidewater, there would have been no 
serious shortage here. 

_E..H. Outerbridge, President of the 
New. York Chaniber of Commerce, many 
of whose members are affected by the 
fuel order, said the action was giving 
afd and comfort to the enemy. 

**Perhaps,”’ he said, ‘‘ Dr, Garfield 
ras information which no outsider has, 
and which might affect his ‘decisions.

Lessons Not Learned. 

“TI recall. that when the various for- 
eign missions visited this country just 
after we entered the war they furnished 
our officials with the fullest details of 
their experiences, their problems, their 
mistakes, and their solutions. So‘far as 
one may judge from results, it looks as 
if, we had not shown the ability to 
grasp the lessons offered by their ex- 
perience or that we had failed to abide 
by the lessons given to us.”’ 

Ex-President William H. Taft first 
learned of the Garfield ccal order when 
it was read to him last night by a re- 
porter at the dinner of the National 
Bgot and Shoe Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tioén at the Hotel Astor. Mr. Taft de- 
clined to comment further than to say: 

“It is a very drastic order, and I can 
only hope that it has been issued on ex- 
pert evidence.”’ 

Ex-Attorney General George W. Wick- 
ersham said that, in his opinion Dr. 
Garfield’s order. would do “ infinite 
harm ”’ both here and abroad. 

“This order means the breakdown of 
Governmen regulation, ** said Mr. Wick- 
ersham. f the best the Government 

do is to close down the fact , we 
had better go back tv individual con-" 
trol of industry.

PHILADELPHIA; Jan, 16.—Philadel- 
phia business men on receipt of ‘Fuel 
Administrator Garfield's shut-down or- 
der began t6 arrange their affdirs to 
comply. No adverse comment was vol- 
untered for publication. 

Ernest T. Trigg, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, characterized 
the order as of far-reachiug effect. Re- 
ferring to that part in which it was 
suggested by Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field that workmen be paid during their 

‘ vacation,’’ Mr. Trigg said he could not 
cewtiel whether employers would accept 
it. 

‘If Garfield made such an order, I 
believe hé exceeded his authority,’ he 
said. ‘If he simply made a recom- 
mendation, I am of the opinion that most 
employers will accept it. If he made it 
an actual order, I imagine there would 
be some difficulty in enforcing it.’’ 

Referring to the policy that might be 
adopted by his own mpany, John 
Lucas & Co.; Inc., of which he. is Vice 
President and General.. Manager,. Mr. 
Trigg said he was unable to tell what 
would, be. done. 

‘It is a véry serious question and one 
that must be considered from many 
viewpoints,” he said* ‘To shut down 
on payrolls. undoubtedly would cause a 
great deal of unrest, distress, and suf- 
fering,. for the average _ _workman 
doesn't. figure very far ahead.

Wise Wood Calls Him Respon- 
sible and Urges Reorganiza-" 
tion ‘from the Top Down.’ 





Henry A. Wise Wood, Vice. President 
of the Aero Club, Chairman of the Con- 


ference Committee on National Defense, 
and President of the Patriotic Education 
Society, last night: assailed President 
Wilson as responsible not only for the 
fuel situation but for the ‘ breakdown 
oi: our war machinery,’’ of which he as- 
serted fuel condiiions to be but a symp- 
tom. 

‘I have. made a study of the fuel 
question, and I have been familar with 
conditions regarding it. since last. Sum- 
mer,”’ said Mr. Wood, ‘and I ‘have just 
this to -state—the fueling of a nation is 
a matter of digging coal and transport- 
ing it to the consumer. It is a matter 
of mining and ‘transportation.’ In the 
face of :this‘ gréat war ‘emergency of 
ours, .why, then, when those are the 
things: to="be ‘cone; and done with. the 
utmost: efficiency, should the choice 
for the: j@>' fall upon a man who knows 
nothing about mining and nothing about 
transportation? : . ‘ 

Were we able to say about Germany 
what Germany now will. be able ‘to’ say 
about us, our pacifists hzre would be 
trying to co: vince us that Germany had 
broken @OW> ud was unable to continue 
the war,.. ¥u::.ermore, nothing .could 
have a more disvouraging influence upon 
. our Allies nor a more. stimulating influ- 
ence upon our enemies than this sudden 
Paralysis of our whole national ma- 
chinery for a period of time which in 
modern warfare is, of itself, material. 

“I am’ intormed thar we have re- 
cently cabled,to England for coal to be 
shipped “fron? .England, to the ;United 
States in order that we might coal the 
eargo ships waiting here for fuel with 
which to transport munitions of. war to 
the fightinglines. And this in face of 
the. fact at -there are hundreds of 
tRousands: of: tons “of coal across the 
river &t tidewater, aliiost within throw- 
ing distance of the stranded ships. 

I feel it my duty to add that this its 
merely an indication of the breakdown 
of our war machinery, which, upon. in- 
vestigation, will be found to extend to 
every department. it is.a symptom of 
our disease of unpreparedness. : 

I have been struck by the hesitation 
of Congress and the press to draw. cor- 
rect nclusions with respect to ‘the re- 
sponsi ility for this breakdown in our 
war machinery. Why do we not plece 
it where it belongs, squarely upon the 
shoulders of the President of the United 
States? When the commander of a bat- 
tleship runs her ashore he is to be held 
responsible ‘for the disaster, even 
though he was fast asleep in. his bunk 
at the time. He cannot pass the blame 
for the mishap along to the lookout or 
any, OF those beiow him. 

believe the full responsibility in 
thé present instance is the President's. 
He alone ogcupies the Commander’s 
Station, wheré¥all things are known to 
him. and the evers of national effort 
are ready to his’ hand. Our war failure 
is his failure, not thé failure of his 
subordinates. Why not tell the Presi- 
dent and .ourselves the .truth? 

“* This war is going to be won or lost 
by him. .His is the power and his the 
responsibility; to pretend otherwise will 
bring us, leaderlees, to defeat: 

If he is not to: fail, the President 
must recognize the situation, grasp the 
practical side of the war firmly, and 
re-organize from the top down—all with- 
out a moment’s delay; there is no- time 
to. be lost.”’

McAdoo Takes Steps to Speed 
Repairs to Crippled Engines 
and Freight Cars. 


SEEK LABOR IN SHUTDOWN 


Rallroads Will Put Idle. Men to 
Work During Five-Day Sus- 
pension of Industry. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—To meet the 
shortage of machinists and other skilled 
railroad workers in the East, the. rail- 
road adminis‘ration today took steps 


looking to moving a numbe of these men’ 


from Western railroads for a few weeks 
until the over-burdened Eastern linescan 
make delayed repairs to locomotives and 
freight cars which now cannot be oper- 
ated. 

A. H. Smith; assistant to Director 
General McAdoo in charge of transpor- 
tation in the Rast, was esked to report 
on the number of mechanics needed by 
Eastern roads;, while several executives 
of Western roads ‘started a survey to 
ascertain héw many men they could 
spare. Within a few days the results of 
these inquiries will, be presented to Mr. 
McAdoo. Meanwhile some Eastern 
roadg already have asked the less bur- 
dened Western and Southern lines to 
furnish machinists and car repairers. It 


was made plain that efforts would be 


would be made to coerce workmen 

The need of additional labor at nearly 
all railroad centres in the Kast was em- 
phasized in reports of congested trans- 
portation conditions to the Director Gen- 
eral from Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner McChord. Locomotives badly 
needed to move freight were tied up for 
need of repairs. 

Railroads’ plan to take alvantage of 
the shutdown of industries for the next 
five days by order of Fuel- Adminis- 
trator Garfield to hire idle mechanics 
and other workmen for railroad. work. 
This will be left to each local railway 
executive. 

Railroad officials are expected to usé 
their discretion during the next week in 
handling shipments destined to indus- 
tries.shut down under the Fuel’ Admin- 
istration’s orders in order to hasten. de- 
livery of coal and other commodities to 
more needy interests. ‘ 

Rising temperatures in most of the 
country and clearing weather led rail- 
road administration officials to ho 
that the traffic paralysis in: the Middle 
West and the extreme sluggishnese in 
the Bast would be relieved materially 
within a few days. 

The Director General conferred with 
Vice Presidents of the four railway 
brotherhoods, who urged that the pro- 
vision of. the railroad bill authorizing 
the President to include railway em- 
ployes in the. Government disability 
compensation system be. made man- 
datory. 

A committee of the National Indue- 
trial Traffic League, headed by its 
President, G. M. Freer of Cincinnati, 
offered Mr. McAdoo the league's ser-- 
vices in dealing with any traffic ques- 
tions. x

RESIGNATION IS TEMPORARY 


John D. Ryan Recommended for the 
Vacant Post—W. 8. Gifford 
Also Is Mentioned.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Announce- 
ment was made at the White House to- 
day that Daniel Willard of Baltimore 
had resigned as Chairman of the War 
Industries Board, the most important 
subofdinate body of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense. In his letter of resigna- 
tion to President Wilson he gave as his 
reason that the problems produced by 
Governmental .contro! of railroads, and, 
the fact that the Baltimore’& Ohio Rail- 
road,-of which he is President, is one of 
the carriers essential to war industries, 
made. it advisable that he should give 
his whole time to the affairs of the rail- 


‘roza company. 


“he “President will accept Mr. Wil- 
lard’s resignation on the understanding 
that his retirement is for a temporary 
period only. His successor as Chair- 
man of. the War Industries Board has 
not been announced, but it is believed 
in Washington that John D. Ryrn, 
President or the Anaconda Copper Cum- 
pany, will be chosen. He was recom- 
mended. by Mr. Willard, who, in a list 
of names of men fitted for the sear 
headed by that of Mr. Ryan, included 
Walter Gifford, Director of the 
Council of National "Defense. 
Tne''tremendous strain put upon the 
Baltimore & Ohio. Railroad by the en- 
rance of the United States into the 
ay and the additional difficulties en- 
countered through the recent severe 
weather. brought Mr. Willard to a 
realization that he could be of more 
service to thé Government at this time 
of national stress by’ resuming charge 
of his railroad than he could by devot- 
ing himself ,to the War_ Industries 
Board. It is understood from those 
who have a thorough knowledge of Mr. 
Willard’s position that no other con- 
siderations were responsible for his re- 
tirement. He Gesired to resign outright 
from the Government service, but the 
understanding is that at the instance 
ot Mr. Wilson he modified his letter of 
resignation so as to request the Presi- 
dent ‘‘to relieve me, at. least tempo- 
rarily, from the duties ‘of Chairman of 
the- War Industries Boara.”’ 


Mr. Willard’s letter of resignation fol- 


lows: 
War Industries Board, 
Council of National Defense, 
Washington, Jan. 11, 1918. 

My Dear:Mr. President: The- taking 
over of the railroads by the Govern- 
ment has naturally raised many, un- 
foreseen and intricate questions, ‘and 
it seems clear to me that I ought now 
to give my whole time to the affairs. 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Company. 
Further, the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Company, because of its loca- 
tion, is one.of the heavy coal carriers 
@nd also serves many of the industries 
engaged in the manufacture of ma- 
terials necessary for the prosecution 
of the war, and in common with all 
other American railroads its operat- 
ing organization has been considerably 
weakened during, the last year be- 
cause of the large number of officers 
and skilled employes who have gone 


‘to France and Russia. 


With all this in mind, it has seemed’ 
to me. best that I should ask Bo, to 
relieve me, at least temporarily, of 
the duties of Chairman of the War 
Industries Board in order that I may 
devote my. whole time to the Balti- 
more’ & Ohio service: If I felt that 
my resignation would interferé with © 
the usefulness of the Board, I sh re 
hesitate to make this request, bit ‘ 
am confident that there are ear 
others much better qualified than -I 
am to perform the duties of that im- 
portant position. 

I appreciate greatly the honors you 
have shown me ard thé confidence 
which you have placed in me, and I 
regret that it has seemed to me nec- 
essary to ask you to accept my resig- 
nation, but my sense of obligation to 
the Baltimore & Ohio Company, to- 
gether with the very strong feeling 
which I have that, under existing cir- 
cumstances, I can actually contribute 
more toward winning the war as Pres- 
ident of that-company than in any 
other capacity, convinces me that I 
am taking the right course. While [. 
feel that it is in the best interests o 
all that: the change be made as soon . 
as possible, I shall of course expect 
to yield to your wishes and endeavor 
to meet your views. i 

I wish*to assure you again of my 
undivided confidence and support, and 


service. I earnestly hope that you 
may continue to have good nealth and 
strength to sustain the great respon-. 
sibility that rests upon you.

Seguine Writes to Consul General 
. . and Then Shoots| Him- 
self. |

Nicholas Seguine, 42 years old, said 
to be an agents of the Russian Govern- 
ment, was found lying on a couch in 
his apartment at 9 East Forty-seventh 
Street yesterday afternoon with a-bullet 
wound in the chest. A revolver with 


one.-chamber discharged lay on the 
floof ‘beside him.’

am said there was little hope of his 
recovery. 

According to Seguine’s valet, his em- 
ployer gave him a letter yésterday 
morning to- deliver to the Russian Con- 
sul General, M. Ousctinoff. After the 
latter received the message he hastened 
to the agent’s home. It was discovered 
then that Seguine had shot himself. - 
letter found on a table in Seguine 
room read in part as follows: 

‘“Death comes perfectly voluntarily. 
A number of personhl reasons, and no 
one in New York of the smallest degree 
is responsible for the coursé I have 
taken. gI leave all my personal prop- 
erty to'my valet, excepting such things 
as the Russian Consul General may see 
fit to send to my family.”’ 

The Russian Consul refused to make 
any statement, and refused to discuss 
the letter-which the valet had delivered 
to him. 

The failure of an ambitious financial 
mission upon which he .was sent to 
America by the former Imperial Rus- 
stan Government, his abandonment if 
a strange’ land by the subsequent rulers 
of his. native country, and the receipt 
of bad news from home, were the rea- 
sons ascribed for. Seguine’s action. last 
night by Victor E. Gartz, attorney for 
the Russian Const] General here. Mr. 
Gartz explained that Seguine was sent 
here by the Czar’s Government to es- 
tablish a chain of Russian State banks. 
Legal obstacles were found, American 
financial men frowned upon the yo aaa 4 
and in the end it was abandoned.

Nayy Department has thus far made 
before the special sub-committee of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee which 
has been inquiring into the conduct of 
the naval side of the war. 

Representative William B. Oliver, 
Chairman of this sub-committee, 
night issued a statement praising in 
the highest terms the work done, both 
before and since the United, States ‘en- 
tered the. war, by the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, of which’ Rear 
Admiral David W. Taylor is Chief, and 
by the Bureau of Steam Engineering, of 
which Rear Admiral Robert 8. Griffin 
is Chief.:. No criticism ‘hatever is 
made of the war work done by these 
bureaus. The same praise ig accorded 
their achievements by the Chairman of 
the House sub-committee that he ac- 
corded to the Naval Bureau of Ord- 
nance, in. a statement issued Sunday 
night, reviewing its work during the 
war. ort : 

Mr. Oliver shows that 424. war vessels 
are now under construction, or contract 
by the Navy Department, in addition to 
submarine chasers, that this is the 
largest building program undertaken by 
any navy, and that the progress made in 
warship construction and in expanding 
naval shipbuilding facilities has been 

“phenomenal.” The Investigating Com- 
mittee paid particular attention to the 
question as to whether there had beefi 
any real rogress’ made in. building 
warships quicker. 

It found that one destroyer was re- 
cently finished by a navy yard in fifty- 
one weeks, one weex:. less than a.year, 
whereas, before the war the shortest 
time_on record for the building of an 
American destroyer was eighteen 
months, while very few of our destroy- 
ere were built in less than.two years 
the pre-war period. When the new 
naval shipbuilding facilities that have 
Leen provided come into full operation 
it is ‘expected. that construction will 
proceed at an even more rapid rate. 

Also in contrast with disclosures re- 
gerne work of the War’ Depart- 
ment dealers aiairie | committee was 
impressed by the ‘“efficient and expe- 
ditious methods *’ employed in the Na- 
val Bureaus ef Ordnance, Construction, 
and Steam Engineering. ‘‘ The* skill and 
inv entive genius of these bureaus ’’ has 

‘contributed to the efficiency of. vur 
own and allied navies,’ the statement 
Says. These bureaus did not wait for 
‘the outbreak of war, but began. making 
extensive preparations, began accumu- 
lating stores on a large scale,*and took 
other important military steps before 
the actual outbreak of war. with the re- 
sult that through this preparation “* our 
destroyer torce in the war zone has 
been able to keep in continuous opera- 
tion and in a high state of efficiency,’ 
and has been making progress ‘in over- 
coming the submarine menace,”' 

The statement disclosed that since the 
United States entered the war the navy 
has taken over and converted to war 
use between 70U and 800 passenger and 
freight vessels, yachts, tugs, fishing 
boats, and other craft.

HUDSON MAXIM ASKS 
ANTI-TORPEDO TEST 


Tells Senators of His Plan to 
‘Make Ships Immane with Lin- 
ing of Water Tanks. 





WASHINGTON, \ Jan. 16. — Hudson 
Maxim, the inventor, today outlined to 
the Senate Ship Investigating Committee 
plans for ship construction which, He 
asserted, would minimige the effect on 
merchant vessels of the explosion of tor- 


pedoes by instantly disintegrating 
through a cooling process the gases 
formed by the explosions. _He said he 
had sought in vain to interest the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation ‘in his 
Proposal and that, he came to the com- 
mittee in the hope that the Government 
would condnct experiments to determine 
its worth. 

His plan, the inventor said, was to 
line the inside of the hulls of vessels 
with cylinders containing water with a 
steel. screen behind them. When the 


perse the he nd absorb the gases. A 
cargo such as. apples, potatoes, and 
similar. prodtce containing a large per- 
centage of water would serve just as 
effectively as the tanks, he said. 

Mr. Maxim declared that the Shi 
Protection: Exécutive Committee , ha 
made an “irrelevant and ‘untrue ”’ re- 
pore on his plan, asserting that it won 
e expensive and ineffective on shipsJ 
of less than 10,000 tons. He. denied 
that the plan would be costly, and said 
it would operate on ships of 3,000 or 
5,000 tons practically as ‘well as on 
larger vessels. 

Concrete ships, the inventor said, of- 
fered a greater advantage in combatting 
the submarine menace than steel or 
wogden ships, as they gave greater re- 
sistance and absorbed heat. better. 
concrete hull, he said, would localize 
an explosion, and he strongly urged 
construction of concrete skins for steel 
vessels. 

Losses in shipping due to submarines 
were estimated by the inventor. at $6,000" 
a minute, and he said this country could 
afford to expend a little extra money in 
order to ana its ships ‘‘torpedo proof.’’ 
He said the nations fighting Germany 
either must stop the submarines from 
leaving their bases or build torpedo- 
proof ships, as he did not think they 
should attempt to offset the submarine 


‘campaign by building new’ vessels. 


Maine shipbuilders, who also appeared 
before the confmittee, said* the output 
of wooden ships in that State could be 
increased. .They urged the construction 
of all the ships ‘possible, declaring that, 
even with the maximum of effort, 
enough vessels’ could not be; built to 
meet the demands after the war.

TESTING MOTOR IN FLIGHT

MINEOLA, L. I., Jan.. 16.—Harold Ww. 
Blakely, the aviator who took Colonel 
Roosevelt on his first flight with the 
‘‘ Liberty motor.’ at the aviation field 
here last October, and his mechanician, 
Edward Higgins, were kitted at Central 
Park, near here yesterday while con- 
ducting experiments with the new ‘‘ Lib- 


erty motor.’” The men were extricated 
m .the' ruins of the machine by a 
rmer who had seen the airplane take 

its plunge while it was 200 feet in the 
air, but they died in  an.ambulance:on 
the way ey e Nassau County Hospital 


ere. 

“When the new motor for the military 
airplanes was planned by experts at 
the request of the War: Department 
Blakely was one of the. first. men to 
test the engine. Before he began this 
work he had been a civilian instructor 
in the army aviation school here, and 
had achieved great success in training 
men as fliers. .He was known as the 
‘daredevil cross-country flier.’’ but 
men at the aviation field’ said that he 
was a careful flier, and it appeared to 
amateurs that he took chances because 
he had great skill in the handling of 
airplanes. 

bliakely had been using the L. W. F. 
ymilitary biplane, driven by the *‘ Liberty 
motor,’’ for several months, and had 
flown from the field of the L. W. F. 
Engineering Company at Central Park,: 
near here. His associates said he had 
had remarkable success in his experi- 
ments with the “ Liberty motor,’’ and 
was enthusiastic over the prospects of 
its success in aerial warfare against the 
Germans. He and his mechanicfan had 
brought the motor to maximum speed in 
their work in ‘‘ tuning it up,’’ and they 
were making alterations in. the planes 
and other parts of the machine to de- 
termine what would be the. best type to 
be used with the ‘‘ Liberty motor. 

When Blakely and his assistant went 
into the air from the field about 4 
o'clock. yesterday afternoon the em- 
ployes at t experiment station paid 
little attention to them because the 
e.viators were accustomed to take to the 
air several times a day in their experi- 
ments. It was noticed, however, that 
‘Blakely went away with his machine in 
the dangerous “tail spin,”’ a trick rarely 
tried even by the most experienced 
aviators and then only ‘with specially 
constructed airplanes. 

Although they had seen him leave the 
field in a iangerous position, they were 
astonished when a farmer telephoned 
frum a farmhouse about two miles from 
the .fiela that the biplane had fallen 
from a height of about 200 feet, pin- 
ning the two aviators under the wreck- 
age. Aid was sent§{to the spot at once, 
but. the farmers had put the injured 
men into an ambulance.

CarroW, an aviator, was killed today 
when he’ lost control of his airplane 
and fell 5,000 feet.

SAYS AMERICA HOPES 
_ FOR IRISH HOME RULE 


Fall Cordiality with Great Britain 
Is Made Difficult, Pollen 


Asserts.

LONDON, Thursday, Jan. 17.—Ar 
Pollen, in an article in The Daily Chron- 
icle regarding the effect of the Irish 
question on American opinion, argues 
that it is the British failure to satisfy 
Ireland which alone estranges America 
from this country. 

After dealing at length with Irish po- 
litical strength and influence in’ Amer- 
ica, Mr. Pollen warns’ Englishmen 
against classing the American Irish with 
the Nationalist or Sinn Fein Irish, and 
says: ° 

‘The dispassionate judgment of Amer- 
ica on the Irish question—and the only 
opinion that rhatters is quite dispassion- 
ate—has been creatdd and is now fed by 
the judgment and comment on affairs 
not of Sinn Fein sympathizers, but of 
those innumerable men ‘of high posi- 
tion, remarkable prosperity, and excep- 
tional professional success whose quite 
sane and soberly expressed advocacy of 
Home Rule has brought the entire*judg- 
ment of America round to the Nationalist 
view.’’ . 

Mr. Pollen concludes by. quoting a 
conversation he had with ‘‘a man 
of very high position in New York, 
a Republican in’ politics, a Presbyte- 
rian by faith, and a. Scotchman by 
descent,’’ who, after declaring that 
the majority of Americans believed 
that it was British sympathy with the 
religious bigotry of the’ Ulsterman that 
allowed Ulster to assume her irrecon- 
cilable attitude, and that Americans 
could not -recognize religious bigotry 
as a political force, expressed the 
opinion that but for the Irish question 
the United States would have entered 
the war two years earlier. He said 
among other things: ” 

‘“* Englishmen sometimes suggest that 
the German element made war impos- 
sible for a time by threatening us with 
a disunited nation. The Germans had 
nothing whatever to do with it. When 
we went to war they did nothing. We 
were kept neutral because of the po- 
litical power of the Irish, and the Irish 
kept us out of the war because the 
Home Rule quarrel prevented co- apahad 
tion with Great Britain. * * 

‘“*T do not know how highly Great 
Britain values the real and solid friend- 
ship of America. You will pever get 
it until Ireland is treated as you treated 
South Africa. ‘There is no solution but 
free democracy and equality for all.”

THE NAVY ORDNANCE BUREAU’S 

ACHIEVEMENT. 

The testimony of Rear -Admirel 
SAMUEL McGowan, Paymaster of the 
Navy, before the Senate Military Af- 
fairs Committee on Jan..9, shows that 
the war did not catch lilm napping or 
disorganize the machinery which hé 
supplied the navy \with everything ‘ex- 
cept ordnance, It lacked no kind of 
equipment because “ twenty-five years 
of hard study and work” had made 
the supply department as “nearly 
perfect” as human agencies could 
make {t. Emergency aid from the 
committee-multiplying Council of Na- 
tional Defense has been no. factor in 
the methodical and rapid equipment 
of the navy for war.. Open competi- 
tive bidding was the rule, and, as Ad- 
miral McGowan knew the market and 
where to place his orders, he got the 
best of material at reasonable prices. 
The army might have to put up with 
35 per cent. shoddy In “ wool” for its 
uniforms, but. the navy secured the 
real article, and plenty of it. “ The 
“entire responsibility for ordering 
“supplies of clothing, blankets, and 
“ food for the navy was in my hands,” 
said Admiral McGowan, “ and I went 
“ahead to equip the. navy.” His 
formula was the “open door” and 
no red tape. 

The Ordnance Buréau of the navy, 
whose Chief is Rear Admiral RauPu 
EARLE, has now been heard from, and 
the entire record is before the people 
in a report made by Representative 
WittuaM B.. OLtver, Chairman of a 
special committee of the House. The 
Ordnance Bureau, like the Paymas- 
ter’s Department, is seen to be a busi- 
ness institution that knows what it 
wants and how to get it without de- 
lay. For instance, tests of the Lewis 
machine gun were made in April, 
1917; thousands were ordered at once; 
and the second detachment of ‘ma- 
rines sent to Furope carried a full 
supply of this piece, which the army 
Qrdnance Bureau thinks. is good 
enough for shooting at aifplanes, but 
not up to the mark for field work. 
According to the Oliver report, the 
Lewis gun in the hands of the ma- 
rines in France “is giving entire sat- 
isfaction.” ' 

But the Lewis gun is a small item 
in the business of the navy Ofdnance 
Bureau. Since March 14, 1917, it 
has equipped. 1,100. vessels with guns, 
ammunition, spare parts,.&c.; it has 
acquired reserves of shells; it has de- 
veloped new material, including depth 
bombs to destroy submarines, non- 
ticochet shells, smoke screen appara- 
tus, new aircraft guns, and howitzers 
for throwing depth charges; and, in 
spite of the needs of the American 
Navy, the Ordnance Bureau has sup- 
plied our allies with naval munitions 
and has armed many of their mer- 
chantmen. Publicity had not pre- 
viously been given to this service. 

The fact must not be lost sight of 
that the Ordnance Bureau has done 
something more than prepare the 
navy for war—it has been equipping 
and maintaining Admiral. $1ms’s_ fleet 
in the submarine zone. The army is 
yet to be engaged in real warfare 
with Germany. Nor must the plea be 
allowed that the War Department has 
an incomparably bigger undertaking 
to provide for. Be it noted that the 


expenditures of the, navy Ordnance 


Bureau alone have increased from 
about $3,000,000 to more than $560,- 
000,000; and the expansion of the 
service, while not as great as that of 
the army, would have swamped an 
érganization not up to date. 

The truth is that the navy was not 
ready for war in April of last year, 
although a good deal further ad- 
vahced than the army. But the Ord- 
nance Bureau of the navy had not 
suffered from dry rot; it was effect- 
ively organized, and it had. method- 
ically prepared for war with all the 
resources available. Direet control 
of gun factories, torpedo stations, 
powder factories, and ammuniton de- 
pots was planned, and in the end 
effected. So that when the order 
“Full steam ahead!” was given the 
navy responded with characteristic 
energy and enthusiasm.

TRUNE LINES AND FEEDERS. . 

Director General McAnoo’s counsel 
was quoted yesterday as saying that 
Mr. McApoo “ did not think that-rail- 
“ways not necessary to the country 
“for war purposes should be taken ” 
by the Government. The Director 
General’s own words upon assuming. 
his duties were: “ The operation of the 
* railroads as a thoroughly unified sys- 
* tem. is of fundamental importance to 
“the success of the war.” The coun- 
try thought so, too, and jt wag on that 
basis that the country approved Gov- 
ernment operation of the railroads as 
one system. There will not be similar 
unskimity of approval in the Govern- 
ment operation of. the trunk lin 
leaving feeder lines to their fate, 
one knows just where the distinction 
will be drawn between lines necessary 
to winning the war and other lines.

There is” not a finished 
rajjway in the country, ,and the 
only resource for completing the best 
of them would be tax moneys, or 
rate increases above any yet 
tioned. No investors’ money would be 
available for railway uses, and the 
use of Government credit for railway 
betterment on @ billion-dollar scale 
would embarrass the Government ‘in 
either peace or war. 

The effect on the undetérmined part 
of the railways detached from their 
present systems would.be worse, in. 
proportion that they are weaker and 
without recourse. to Government sup- 
port. There would be no more West- 
ern Pacific extensions or St. Paul 
“ electrifications.” Government finance 
would not be equal to them, private 
enterprise would be disaffected and too 
prudent to compete with Government 
operation. The palsy of Government} 
operation would be evident sooner than, 
the surest prophet of that fate for the 
railways would wish. -Alwaysthe Gov- 
ernment selects profitable enterprises 
for taking over. The profits vanish 
in short order, and the service deterio- 
rates. There is no prospect of profit 
which is’ not to-be enjoyed by those 
who earn it. There is no such stimulus 
to efficiency as the hope that good 
management will enlarge profits. In- 
stead, there is substituted the promise 
of cheapness in rates through the re- 
duction of profits, and the increase of 
operating costs by Government gen- 
erosity toward employés. There are 
cases of disillusionment without num- 
ber, but there ts no end to similar 
promises for each new adventure. 

It is easy to understand this distrust: 
in Government railway operation. Gov- 
ernment misuse of railway facilities is 
responsible {for the railway blockade 
above any one other factor. One hun- 
dred and thirty-six cars:of automo- 
biles and other Government goods 
have contributed to the congestion of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad at Phile- 
delphia for sixty days. At Girard 
Point. 140 other Government carloads 
have been stagnant for sixteen days. 
The American International Ship- 
building Corporation’ has failed to un- 
load 1,647 cars on thé Philadelphia. 
and Reading. On Saturday 1,000 cars 
had been standing for weeks, although 
rushed to Hog Island on Government 
priority orders. ‘If there are equally 
flagrant cases of private obstruction, 
equal publicity should be given to 
them. No doubt there are some cases, 
but there cannot be many obnox- 
fous ones, because there was no op- 
portunity for getting access to the 
railways under pretense of prior ne-, 
cessity. Thus jhe Government ap- 
pears in the light of a waster of rail- 
way efficiency produced by private 
management at the time that it un- 
dertakes to increase railway facilities 
by disrupting traffic arrangements be- 
tween weak and strong roads. 

A similar substitution of Govern- 
ment for trade methods is one leadjng 
cause of the trouble with the coal sup- 
ply. Government consumption and 
consumption for war uses are the chief 
causes for the shortage among private 
consumers, despite an increase of out- 
put. This shortage from an estimated 
demand, which is undeniable, although 
the figures respecting it are open to 
question, is intensified by the disturb-; 
ance of private methods of distribu- 
tion. Private management at its worst 
never was responsible for such short- 
ages of transportation and coal. Gov- 
ernment management at its best will 
not satisfy the needs of consumers in 
the manner expected from it. But 
there is no necessity that Govern- 
ment management should assume such 
unnecessary burdens as those result- 
ing from .exaggerated promises ‘and 
something like false pretehse in the 
manner, of taking qver the railways. 
The purpose attributed to the Director 
General should be disavowed forth- 
with.

It does not need to be emphasized 
that many of. the keepers of ‘res- 
taurants ere Germans, German-Amer- 
icatis’ in the sense of sympathy with 
the cause of the Central Powers, and 
Austrians.

Pomesene-Leves Bill purposes 
to curtail or prevent this waste. Rep-

The expression “ vital necessities ” is 
not well chosen, but Mr. LEvER’s 
meaning is clear.

program, moreover, in which periods of 
peace aré regarded as resting spélls in 
which to develop the sinews of new 
wars. 

We can hardly to ignore this 
difference in -natiobnal outlook, if wé 
would seafeguerd our future; for in the 
case of democratic ons warts cannot 
be launched as sunprises overnizht, for 
the reason that thé wishes of the sover- 
eign people must first be consulted. Here 
is to be found @ partial; éven if not an 
adequate, reply to thé jurist’s. strictures 
upon whet he considers the weak policy 
of Earl Grey during the, diplomatic ¢or- 
respondence of July and August, 1914. 
Centralized authority, on the other 
hand, 1f considered purely as a mili- 
tary asset of @ nation and es a menace 
to her neighbors, is a factor which even 
our best thinkers have deen amazingly 
slow to evacuate.’ Through ignoring 
these vital considerations, the jurist’s 
articlés. are found lacking in. correct 
perspective. That keen historian and 
philogapher, “John Fiske, was not far 
wrong in believing that the peace of the 
world can bést be assured through main- 
taining the’ balance of power in the 
hands of the peace-loving nations. 

My other chief criticism relates to the 
following statement found in Chapter 
IV. of the series: 

That at the end of the war the allience 
the Ot n. Empire. will net te disrupted 
is most probable. It is a natural. alliance, 
dictated by the intetests of the German 
Empire, Austria, and Turkey. The alliance 
ought not to be offensive to America. 

The jurist goés on to give as the rea- 
sun for the last statement that it will 
ingure the continuance of the Entente 
coalition sympathetic to America. 

In this quoted paragraph is involved 
what in Germany is consideréd the chief 
issue of the war, now that the initial 
Plan of immediate subjugation of France 
and ,Russia hag been defeated. Should 
a premature peace be gécuréed upon 
this Dasis, seryl-official German -pub- 
licists express” the belief that the ob- 
jects of the war will be eventually real- 
ized. Quite unwittingly, no doubt, our 
American jurist has presented the Ger- 
man viewpoint in. almost the Germayy 
phraseology.

Father McMahan said that although 
the Pope had not been moved by any 
senseless clamor from his position of 
absolute neutrality, he had denounced 
both generally and . specifically every 
violation of right. When the Pope met 
the demands for a statement of a basis 
upon which peace could be discusséd, he 
was attacked as being in sympathy with 
the Central: Powers. ’

FIGHT PASTOR'S WAR 


FIND EASTSIDE 
(CHILDREN LACK MILK 


Col. Roosevelt, Leading Party 
of Charity Workers, Visits 
, Homes of Poor. 





FINDS SOLDIER’S DAUGHTER 





Holds. Reunion with Mrs. Hogan, 
Whose .Brother Is Now In France 
_ with the Old Sixty-ninth. 





Colonel Roosevelt and’ a party of 
charity workers and physicians visited 
several. families on the east side yester- 
day to study the effect of the high cost 
of living among wage earners, and es- 
pecially’ to learn whether the cost of 
miik was causing malnutrition among 
the children. No statement upon the 
findings of the party was issued, but 
Colonel Roosevelt said that he would 
comment this -afternoon after he had 
made other investigations.. In all the 
families visited it was found that the 
weight of the young children was ten or 
fifteen pounds under normal because of 
lack. of milk, and one child- was just 
one-haif of the normal weight for its 
age because it had not had sufficient 
food to build up the body. 

When the party visited the family of 
James Hogan at 413 East Twenty-sec- 
ond Street Mrs. Hogan greeted Colonel 
Roosevelt, saying: ; 

“Colonel, I've just beene like a hen 
on a hot griddle waiting for you to come. 
My father was in the Spanish-American 
war with you and my brother, Bill Cun- 
ningham, is in France with the old 
Sixty-ninth Regiment..”’ . 

‘“‘ Bully!, Bully! ’’’ said the Colonel, as 


he. bestowed pats upon the heads of all 
the little Hogans. ‘* I'm tickled to death 
to hear that Bi)l.is with the Sixty-ninth, 
doing his part in a great cause. When 
you write to Bill you tell him that 1 
have relatives who are his comrades.” 

The party found that Hogan had been 

out of work for several months‘and had 
returned to his job only a few days 
before. Because of the increasing cost 
of food the mother had been compelled 
to work as a scrubwoman two weeks 
after the last baby was born. . The child 
is under the normal weight for the age 
of 6-months because the family has been 
able to buy only one quart of milk a 
cay. Three quarts are needed for the 
children. 
Malnutrition, milk, the high cost of 
living, race suicide, and all other topics 
had to yield before. the insistence of 
Mrs. Hogan and the Colonel when the 
visitor saw a frame on the wall con- 
taining the papers showing that her 
father, William, Cunningham, had been 
honorably discharged from Company M 
Fifth New York Cavalry, at the end 
of the Spanish war. Then the socio- 
logical members of the party got the 
Colonel and Mrs. Hogan back to less 
enthusiastic fields. Mrs.. Hogan said 
the water pipes in the house had frozen 
three wecks before and she had had no 
water since to wash the aishes or mix 
bottles or the little Hogans. . 

“ nas f Mr. Roosevelt,’’ piped eight- 
year-old James, ‘‘I hope the pipes stays 
frizz up all the time.’’ The Colonel 
laughed heartily. As he was leaving the 
house the Colonel said- to Mrs. Hogan: 
‘* You’re in hard straits for a while, per- 
haps, but I hope it won’t last long, and 
1am glad you’re not whining about it. 
You're straight U. S. A., and I’m de- 
lighted to know. you.”’ 

In the home of Paul Vaccarelli at No. 
318 the. party found a, farhily of four- 
teen living in six rooms rented at $18 
a month. Seven of the children are un- 
der 12 years, and receive such a meagre 
allowance of condensed milk that they 
are under weight. The mother eaid she 
had had no sugar for months because 
she had to buy $1 worth of groceries to 
get a half pound of sugar. She added 
that she had five quarts a day for her 
children. when milk was cheaper. The 


groceries, leaving only $17.50 for cloth- 
ing, doctor’s bills, and other things. 
imilar conditions of lack of mii and

Board of Taxes and Assessments: today

on the ground that the action included 
the Edge Road tax. The railroad com- 
pany: objected’ to the valuation and 


Was unconstitutional. 

The property involved in; the appeal 
is first, second, ‘and fourth class, and 
mfice: the appeal was filed with the 
buard .here, the Supreme Court in the 
case of Gillen et al. vs. Sussex County 
Board, of Taxation, et al., has decided 
that. second-class railroad property is 
taxable under the road law, ‘but the 


class ‘railroad ‘property is not within 
the jurisdiction of the act and not sub- 
ject to, taxation thereunder. The board 
Says, that by this decision it is bound, 
but’ that the question upon which the 
court passed was not the question that 
Lresents. itself. for ‘the decision of the 
board on the: appeal. 

The board’ says that the assessment 
and Saeal ion. ot, the property of the first 
and fourth class of the appellant were 
made ‘under,the statute, which provides 
a special schenye tor the taxation of 
rajJroad proper:y ana that there was no 
attempt: to wubjce: these classes of prop- 
erty to taxation under the Road Tax act. 
it is also stated by the board that the 
processes of valiation and fixing the 
rate of tax avhich such property should 
pay. to the Staite upon these valuations 
were ‘stricily ‘in accord with ‘the pro- 
visions of the statute relative to rail- 
road taxation, und that in making these 
assesssments the board was authorized 
to exercise urder the law, that judg- 
-ment‘and discreticn which ‘must neces- 
sarily attach to the function of the as- 
sessor, 

the board continued by decluring that 

‘in’ computing the rate applicable to its 
assessment, the board has no discretion- 
ary powers whatever, but is vound abso- 
lutely by’ the explicit direction of the 
law of 1906, which is a supplement

It is obvious, of course, 
that the inclusion, of the road tax in 
the local rate opeFated to increase the 
average ‘rate of. taxation. I: follows, 
therefore, that the taxes imposed upon 
first and fourth class railroad’ property 
have been. correspondingly incraased. 
‘Chapter 146, Law of 1906, ‘which. is 
a supplement te the school law, appro- 
Pridtes for school purposes all of the 
stute revenue from railroad taxation, 
except one-half o@ one per cent., which 
sum is reserved for State uses. ‘This 
apportionment is not affected by any 
advance:.in the average tax rate. it 
-will be seen; therefore, that the appro- 
priating act of 1917 was necessary to 
insure the diversion to the rcad tund of

CALLS WAR ENGINEERING. 


G. H. Pegram Says Great Command- 
ers Are in Profession. 


At the sixty-fifth annual meeting of 
the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, which was held yesterday morn- 
ing in the Engineering Society’s Build- 
ing, Dr. C. R.. Munn, who is connected 
with the Carnegie Foundation, and is 
the special agent of the joint committee 
of engineering education of the National 
Engineering Society, discussed the engi- 
neering’ problems. which the United 
States Government is now trying to 
solve. 

All of the engineering schools through- 
out the country, he said, had responded 
loyally to the call to arms, ‘and the 
faculties of the various institutions were 
somewhat bewildered as to what ty 
of training they could profitably tench. 

We have been trytmg for some 
time,’’ he continued, ‘‘ to get the pro 
er authorities in Washington to Pte 
lish a department or agency which shall 
determine what engineering talent is 
needed. Without co-ordination our 
problems will not be successfully dealt 
with. The Signal Corps sent out a call 
for 500 radio operators, but as there 
was not an engineering agency in 
Washington, the call was unheeded.”’ 

In reply to a question, Dr. Mann said 
that practically no women were study- 
ing engineering. 

A. N. Talbot, of Urbana, Ill., was 
elected President of /the Society.

“The fact,’’ wrote the Mayor, ‘‘ that 
you use the subway during rush ‘hours, 
which you say’you are informed is more 
congested than the Broadway line that 
I refer to, is abgolutely incorrect, and @ 
few trips over the Broadway-Chambers 
Street elevated and subway lines 
prove this.” 

The Mayor told Mr. Straus that the 
subway lines Mr. Straus rides on [the 
Interborough] operate. with some regard 
to its timetable, and that the incon- 
venience of standing in an oWercrowded 
train is not so exasperating as stand- 
ing in a car of a train that may be half 
an hour late. Then the Mayor referred 
to | the Broadway (Brooklyn) train 
which carried him to the City Hall on 
Mond and the Lexington Avenue 
train which brought Public Service:Com- 
missioner Whitney here ahead of him. 
He intimated that Mr. Whitney had not 
stuck to the facts in telling about his 
trip. , 

‘““Mr. Whitney says,’’ the Mayor’s 
letter ran, *‘ that he left the Gates. Ave- 
nue station twenty minutes after I did, 
which I have some doubts about. When 
I arrived I met Mr. Whitney and he 
accused me of deliberately taking the 
worst line instead of the best, when the 
fact is that I take the first train that 
comes along if there is an opportunity 
to get into the car.’’ 

The Mayor then suggested that transit 
conditions in Brooklyn might be relieved 
by compelling the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company to put an_additional 
train on the Broadway line a little ahead 
of the rush hour instead of a little after 
it. He thought that the shuttle train 
stopping at Canal Street»in the morn- 
ings should be discontinued, as the time 
taken up by the passengers changing 
cars and-taking ‘‘ the already disgrace- 
fully crowded train to Chambers Street 
delays that train, thereby blocking the 
whole line:’’ ; 

He also suggested that the morning 
trains on the Ridgewood and Lexington 
Avenue lines should cross the bridge 
instead of dropping the people out at 
the Brooklyn entrance to the bridge.

REFUSE SWIFT’S $1,000. 


Live Stock Men Create Washington 
Committee After Hearing Packer. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Jan. 16.— 
Delegates attending the annual conven- 
tion of the American National Livestock 
Association here today pledged them- 
selves to raise $30, to maintain a 
committee in Washington to confer with 
the Food Administration on matters 
affecting the livestock industry and to 
aid the Federal Trade Commission in 
its investigation of the packing indug- 
try. L. F. Swift, the’ Chicago packer, 
offered to subscribe $1,000 to the fund. 
The offer was refused. 

The decision to raise the fund fol- 
lowed the conclusion of an address by 
Mr. Swift, in which he declared’ that, 
even if his company made no profit at 
all, it would make no difference to the 
consumer, who would be charged just 
as much by the retailer. Mr. Swift said 
that the profit of Swift & Co. last year 
was $34,000,000, or 34 per cent. on a 
capital of $100,000,000. 

“ This,’’ he added, ‘‘is, however, 
hardly a fair way ti put it, as the 
profits should be figured on capital and 
surplus combined, since both are being 
used in the business. Our surplus was 
$60,000,000; capital and surplus combined 
totaled $160,000,000. Figuring the prof- 
its on these figures, it will be seen that 
they amount to only a trifle more than 
20 per cent., instead of 34 per cent,’ 

To earn the $34,000,000, Mr. Swift said, 
the company had to do a business of 

75,000,000. The increase in the volume 
of business, he asserted, had been due 
almost entirely to higher prices, rather 
than to increase in tonnage. 

‘“* We only have one object—‘ help win 
the war,” ‘said Mr. Swift. “To do 
this we must co-operate with and sup- 
port Mr. Hoover.’’

The Board of Education, at an execu- 
tive session yesterday, after hearing a 
letter from James W. Fawcett, editor 
o? The Dawn, asking that the cases of 
the three high school teachers who were 
recently dismissed because,of their atti- 
tude toward the war be reopened, de- 
cided to take no action in the matter 
as the teachers had the right of appeal 
to the State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion and to the courts. 

In the meantime the Board of Super- 
intendents is continuing its examination 
of teachers who are suspected of paci- 
fism. Acting City Superintendent Strau- 
benmuller said yesterday that a number 
of cases were under investigation. The 
Education Department is being aided in 
this work by Secret Service men. The 
board has been looking into the cases 
of former teachers in the high and 
training schools with regard to their 
views upon the war, Government au- 
thority, and discipline. Two of the 
teachers are in Brookyln schools. One 
has a temporary license, the other holds 
@ permanent license. It is the holder 


.of the permanent license who is more 


particularly the object of the board’s 
strict observation. The names of these 
teachers’ were withheld yesterday, ‘but 
may be made public today if the Board 
of Superintendents decides to. prefer 
charges against’ them. 

The. other two teachers who were 
questioned were Miss Isabel Davenport 
of the New York Training School for 
Teachers and Harrison C. Thomas of 
the De Witt Clinton High School. Miss 
Davenport was one of those who refused 
to sign the loyalty pledge. She was 
asked for her reasons, but nothing defi- 
nite was obtained from her. She was 
told to appear before the Board of Edu- 
cation last Thursday, but she did not 
do so, and was informed that she would 
be surely expected on Friday. She ap- 
peared, and after further . questioning 
she said that she was quite willing to 
sign the pledge of loyalty if the words 
“to the United States Government ” 
were added: This assurance on her 
part led to the dropping of the investi- 
gation in her case. 

Mr. Thomas admitted, ft is alleged, 
that he would uphold the Government 
in its attitude on the war, would enlist 

it became necessary, and that he 
would teach his pupils loyalty to the 
authorities. This is said to be some- 
what of a change from his previous 
statements. The investigation in 
case was, therefore, dropped.

NEW WOOL REGULATIONS. 


War Trade Board Withdraws Order 


of Dec. 15. ’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16—The War 
Trade Board, after due consideration, 
has decided to supersede its regulations 
of Dec. 15 affecting the importation of 
wool and dealings in foreign and do- 
mestic wool dnd to promulgate in. their 
place and stead certain other regula- 
tions effective as of Jan. 14. ‘Under the 
new regulations all importers of wool 
will sign, before the delivery or release 
of any imported wool to them, a guaran- 
tee that the Government shall have an 
option to purchase all or any part of 
the wool for ten days after custom 
house entry thereof; and thereafter to 
purchase any part. until the whole 
amount has been sold. The price to be 
paid shall be eal eg to 5 per cent. 
less than the price of July 30, 1917, for 
similar wool as established by the Val- 
uation Committee of the Boston Wool 
Trade Association. This option will not 
apply to any wool purchased abroad be- 
fore Dec. 15, 1917. 

Importers also will:not be allowed to 
export merchandise in Class A or Class 
& of domestic or foreign origin,’ nor 
transfer ownership or control thereof 
to or for the benefit of any person or 
persons outside the United States with- 
out first obtaining an export license 
from the War Trade Board. The differ- 
ent materials classified are: 

Class A.—Wool, animal hair suitable 
for spinning or weaving, tops of wool 
or of animal hair, wooled skins, skins 
of sheep or of goats or of lambs or of 
kids bearing hair suitable for spinning 
or weaving. 

Class B.—Noils of wool or of animal 
hair, yarn of wool or of animal hatr 
waste of wool or of animal hair, animal 
hair unsuitable for spinning or weaving, 
woolen rags.

MCUMBER OFFERS 


or Forsees Dire Happenings 
in Europe if America Does _ 
Not Rash Shipbuilding. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16:.—Senator Mc- | 
Cumber of North Dakota today gave 
the Senate a gloomy picture of the po- 
sition of the United States and her al- 
lies in emphasizing his plea for radical 
speeding up of the shipbuilding pro-. 
gram. Hg declared England was now 
bearing the brunt of the war and asked, | 
“How-long can she stand this strain?” 
The United-States must send: 5,000,000 
troops to balance the man power of the 
Central Powers, he said, and 7,000,000 
would be needed to ‘make the Germans 
retreat, 

‘* Russia and Rumania are out. of the. 
war,” asserted Senator McCumber. | 
“Italy is losing ground. France is un- 


able to make any headway. The wall | 
of opposition at the eastern end of the | 


battle line in continental Europe is | 
crumbling. Who can say how long | 
Italy can or will withstand the Teu- 
tonic pressure? Optimistic, indeed, ! 
must be the man who will say a single 
year without additional support. With 
Italy under the heel of the conqueror, 
with France assailed in the flank, who 
can phophesy that that country will 
not quickly be brought under the heel 
of the same conqueror and England's 
Army left to battle against overwhelm- 
ling numbers? This is delineating two 
things: First, the exact situation as 
it now is, and, second, the possibilities 
of the future, and it is presented with 
the hope that we will at least partially 
awaken to a realization of what is be- 
fore us.”’ 

Senator McCumber said the idea that 
pointing out our weakness discouraged 
the American people and encouraged 
the enemy was a mistaken one, and de- 
clared that ‘‘ we must now learn the 
lesson that boasting will not win this 
war.”’ He said he was tired of hearing 
arguments that Germany would be re- 
duced to submission by starvation, and 
stated that. the Central Powers con- 
trolled three times as much territory in 
Europe as didithe Allies. The balance 
of resources held by this country, he 
said, should not be considered until 
there was harem, to carry men and 
products across e seas. 

“The Entente Powers have about 
reached their limit,’ he said. ‘ To 
balance the man, power of the Central 
Powers this country would have to 
send 5 ,000 men.”’ 

The Senator_argued that another mil- 
lion was necessary to overbalance the 
geographical advantgge of the central 
nations and anothér million if the 
United States and her allies wished to 
be the agressors, in other words, 7, 
000 to make the Germans retreat. Pa 

When the United States entered the 
war the Allies cried ‘‘ give us ships,’ 
declared Senator McCumber. 

** We allayed their fears; we assured 
thém we would supply that shipping. 
We took that duty upon ourselves, the 
most important, the most vital duty in- 
cumbent upon us in this war. And we 
have neglected that duty beyond any 
other, shamefully neglected it. 

‘We know we must supply Great 
Britain and France and Italy. e know 
we shall require 5,000, menin France 
before we can ever e to equalize 
the forces of the pow€rs pitted against 
ach other. Where is our shipping? 

here is it coming from? Possibly 
God knows; certainly neither the Ship-

Senator McCumber recommended that 
the United States stop sending soldiers 
to France now and use all available ton- 
nage for food for the Allies, stimulate 
efforts to attempt to produce a ship im- 
mune to torpedo attack, and make a full 
and adequate test of reinforced concrete 
vessels. He was ‘certain that, unless 
we come to the support of our -allies 
with shipping facilities many times 
greater than we propose, some of our 
allies will fall before we can take their 
place on the battlefield.’’ 
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DENOUNCE AUSTRIA’S ACTS. 


Soclalists of Neutral Lands Rouscd 
by Cruelties to Slavs. 


Neutral Socialists are protesting 
against the atrocities committed by 
Austrian and Hungarian officials ‘and 
soldiers against the Southern Slavs of 
the Dual Monarchy, according to a ca- 
ble recéived by the Serbian Mission in 
this country from the Government at 
Corfu. This méssage, as given out yes- 
terday by Prgfcr Voyslav M. Yovan- 
ovitch of the Tnission, reads in part: 

‘The movement of  protestation 
against the Austro-German crimes is 
growing -in Socialist circles in neutral 
countries. In the Dutch revolutionary 


Socialist journal Tribune_Roland Ibolst, 
one of the leading Dutch poets, draws 
attention to the atrocities committed by 
the Austrian authorities against the 
Southern Slavs of the Duel Empire. 

“She cites the speeches of the Aus- 
trian. Deputy Tresich-Pavitchitch, who 
brand-marked in the Vienna Richsrath 
the cruelties of the Austrians, the de- 
portations under inhuman _ conditions, 
the refined tortures of prisoners, and 
death sentences carried out by means 
of instruments of torture. Mme. Ibolst 
appeals to the great press of all coun- 
tries, whose duty it is, she says, to 
make known everywhere these acts of 
revolting cruelty. The leading Dutch 
journals have printed the articles of 
Mme. [bolst.”’ 


DENIES THREAT TO AIRMEN. 


German Bureau Says Those Crop- 
ping Propaganda Won't Be Shot. 


AMSTERDAM, Jan. 16.—The Wolff 
Bureau, the German _ semi-official 
agency, denies a report that Entente 
aviators caught distributing President 
Wilson’s message in Germany, from 
the air would be shot as spies. It says: 


“The fact that the message obtathed 
the widest ey in all German news- 
papers suffices to brand the story as 
a ridiculous invention.” 


In discussing a plan to drop copies of 
President Wilson’s message from air- 
planes, The London Daily Chronicle 
on: Jan. 11 said it had been announced 
that the German Government would 
shoot as spies all pilots caught drop- 
ping propaganda. 

An Amsterdam dispatch, dated Mon- 
day, reported the newspaper Les Nou- 
velles as saying that a number of Al- 
lied airplanes last Thursday ie ed a 
thousand copies of President ilson’s 
message on occupied areas in Belgium. |
